THE CITIZENS' STREET RAILWAY. 


PriTate enterprise is ttw fore-run- 


ner of public enterprise, and often is 
public enteprise itself. 
Where there 


is no individual enterprise, there can 
be no public spirit. The Citizens' 
Street railway is a private property, 
and yet it is one of the mor-t com- 
mendable enterprises of which our 
city can boast. As a town grows and 
increases in importance, 
thereby 


ipreading over large areas of terri- 
tory, the street railway becomes an 
important factor as a rapid and con- 
venient medinm for transacting busi- 


pany will also extend a ws'pr main 
to the grounds, Red if possible illu- 
minate the park with electric light. 
It is further contemplated to extend 
the street railway track to the center 
of the grounds. 


Although this park was not opened 


until the first of June, 1885, Uit> num- 
ber of people who enjoyed the pleas- 
ures of it, would almost be beyond 
computation. 
In one day aloue, the 


day of General Grant's memorial 
service, there were 12,000 visitors, by 
actual count at the gate. 


Tbe Citizens' Street railway com- 


pany was incorporated under the 
state law in January, 1883, with a 
capital stock of $25,000, which value 
has been so increased, that at this 
time, it has an investment of about 
doable that nmonnt. It was first con- 
structed from the Union depot to 
Greenwood cemetery, by th» way cf 
the old square. Subsequently, the 
track from the square to the ceme- 
tery was taken up and extended due 
west to Oakland park, its present 
western terminus. The track is the 
standard gunge in width, and its en- 
tire length, including ten switches, is 
two and one-fourth miles. There 
are seven cars on the line, all of 
which are neatly painted and kept in 
first-class order. The intermediate 
time of the cars on the road ie seven 
and a-half minutes, from the square 
to the depot, and fifteen minutes 
from the square westward to the park. 
The fare over the whole rente is only 
five cents. 


The management of the road is so 


well conducted for the convenience 
of the public, that the cars are run- 
ning twenty-one hoars out of the 
twenty-four. 
They make all trains 


night and day and five cars are kppt 
running until 12 o'clock r. M, when 
all but one coach is taker from the 
track. In deference to the accommo- 
dating management of the ro?.d, we 
wish to interject here an expression 
nttered within the hearing of th? 
writer not long since. On coming ont 
of the opeca bonse one cold right af- 
ter the performance, a car stood v sit- 
ing for passengers in front of ih» 
theatre. The smoke was pourinsr 
from the flue of the stove, with whieb 
the cars are provided, when a com- 
mercial traveler looked up anci re- 
marked to a friend, "Why, thiq t.eats 1 Franco. 
Chicago! Th^yhave no comforts of I 
that kind in the street ears of the] 
city of Chicago."

The barn and car hona^ belonging I 


to the company are situated at 406 
East North stret-t. The car house is 
a brick huildiug, thirty feet front 
and one hundred and thirty feet in 
depth. The stables are the same in 
size, but built of wood. Fifty head 
of horses and mules are used by the 
company. Besides the car hcnse find 
stables, the company has two build- 
ings, each twenty by forty-five feet 
in dimensions, which are utilized for 
paint and repair shops, blacksmith 
and shoeing shops. In the season 
when the road is run to its full ca- 
pacity, twenty men are placed on the 
pay role. The track and rolling 
§tock is kept in excellent condition, 
and is entirely under the efficient 
management and supervision of Mr. 
Arthur Kinney. 


The stock is now owned by D. 


Shellabarger, Arthur Kirney and 
W. L. Furgeson.. Mr. Sbellabarger 
is the president of the company, and 
Mr. Kincey, secretary and general 
manager. 


OAKLAND PARK. 


The opening of these pleasure 


grounds for the accommodation of 
the put lie was an outgrowth attend- 
ing the extension of the Citizens' 
Street railway and was established 
under the management of said com- 
pany. 


The park is located one mile west 


of the city square, jnst across the 
Wabasb railway track, and contains 
fifteen acres of ground. The surface 
is beautifully and romantically un- 
dulating, 
while 
throughout 
the 


grounds are numerous forest trees 
which furnish sn abundance of in- 
viting and cooling shades. 
The 


l&wns are kept in excellent condition 
and are liberally provided with set- 
tees and benches for the convenience 
and comfort of visitors. 


One of the most pleasant features 


of the park is the little lake, which ia 
supplied with twelve row boats, and 
on a summer evening it is a pleasant 
scene to witness the pleasure parties 
rowing to and fro, while their tjhontB 
of langhter and voices of song betok- 
en the enjoyment of the occasion. In 
the winter season the lake i« trans- 
formed into a skating rink. A boat 
house has recently been erected at 
the lake for storing the boats, etc. 


The park is also supplied with a 


pavilion for the convenience of dan- 
cing parties, and for serving cooling 
drinks, ice cream, etc. to the visitors 
of the grounds. Another feature of 
amusement, is a 
"flying 
jenny," 


rigged with wiren extending across a 
ravine and made fast to trees on the 
bill-sides. Tbe operator grasps the 
band-rigger, swings off under the 
wire, which is an incline plain, and 
speeds to the other side with the ve- 
locity of the wind—and if it be his 
first trip—with bis eyes banging ont 
and bis hat supported at the ends of 
bis hair. 


Already over $4,000 have been ex- 


pended on these pleasure grounds, 
and it is the intention of the company 
to add greater improvements the 
coming season. Among the contem- 
plated improvements will be the 
building of sn immense -patilion for 
the coBvenienoe of campmeetinga 
and otber large assemblies.

FRENCH HUSBANDS. 


American Wedding Ceremonies Have No 


Recognition In Franc*. 


United States Consul Wilson, sta- 


tioned at Nice, France, makes the fol- 
lowing grave report on an efil that 
should be corrected: 


"I desire to call the attention of the 


department to this subject in the hope 
that some mode may be found to pre- 
vent citizens of the United States marry- 
ing French citizens from being unwit- 
tingly entrapped, that is the right 
word, into making a marriage which is 
good enough in the United States, or 
where made, but ia a mock marriage in 
France. 
"It seems to me this matter calls for 


the intervention of the Government, 
fo^ifi Government c:m have no higher 
duly to its citizens than to throw such 
protection around them as that they 
may not be thus entrapped, or, if thoy 
will mairy, that it will not be done in 
the belief that the marriage, because 
valid according to the laws of his or 
her own country, the United States. 
where it is performed, is therefore valid 
in France, the country of which the 
other party is a citizen. That these 
things occur and are productive of 
great misery to American citizens who 
are in a condition least able to bear it, 
is, alas, too manifest in the number of 
American (aiid English) women who 
are in France, the cast-off and dis- 
charged wives of Frenchmen. I do but 
state a fact well known to everybody, 
except, apparently, to those girls (and 
their parents or"guardians) who are 
about to marry Irendimen, and the 
minister of the Gospel authorized to 
marry tliem. 


"I rofrard it as useless to attempt to 


make any treaty or other arrangement 
with the French Government by which 
all marriages 
made in the United 


States, even though in strict accord- 
ance with its laws, shall here be recog- 
nized as legal. 


"The customs and law of France and 


its conservatism concerning the etat 
civil of its citizens, the necessity foi 
publicity of the marriage, and the op- 
portunity required to prevent it if ill* 
gal, together with the recognized au- 
thority of the parent over tne family; 
are too strong to be overborne and se' 
:iM'le in order to cio justice to those for 
i'!;.iier- who may havo put their foot in 
it by marrying citizen- in another 
country 


••Another reason exists why no ar- 


ran cement can ever be made with 


Frenchmen, a^ well as some 


other-, are -hoi \i°d at thu rapidity and 
flippancy, not lu mention the ciandcs- 
tinity, with which marriages are not 
infrequently contracted in the United 
States. They do not believe they are 
or ought to be valid.

If I suggest 
a remedy it will be because of the grav- 
ity ol tne ease and the evils flowing 
from the mixed marriages, and above 
•11 because of the apparent uncou- 
•eiousness of the parties contracting »e 
well as celebrating the marriage. 


"The remedy: Congre.-- .-hould paye 


the way for State legislation by inform- 
ing them of the condition of the French 
law. This might be done by an enact- 
ment, reciting in a preamble the evil.= 
to be corrected, and, as the task oi 
educating every minister of the Gospel 
»»d other person authorized to solemn- 
ise marriages among the migratory 
population of the District of Columbia 
would probably be hopeless, it wtmld 
•eem best to make it the duty of the 
Clerk of the District Supreme Court, 
now charged with the issuance of tha 
necessary license, to examine every ap- 
plicant, requiring both parties to" an» 
swer under oath if need be the required 
questions, which might be printed OB 
tne back of the license, giving full paf- 
ticulars concerning birth, former mar- 
riage, and, if deemed necessary, nation, 
•lily, etc. Then, if either" parly is 
shown to be a French citizen, provide 
that the license shall not issue until it 
has been satisfactorily ascertained that 
all the formalities required bv the 
French law have been complied" with. 
To facilitate this a certificate, from »ha 
Minister or Consul, such as is now ad- 
mitted in England, might be arranged 
and agreed upon between the two Gov- 
ernment".
